fiscal year in which the Secretary carries out the pilot pro-16

‘‘(2) For fiscal year 2020, $15,000,000. 19
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‘‘(3) For fiscal year 2021, $45,000,000. 1

‘‘(4) For fiscal year 2022, $125,000,000. 2

‘‘(5) For fiscal year 2023, $125,000,000. 3

‘‘(6) For fiscal year 2024 and each fiscal year 4

thereafter, $125,000,000.’’. 5

(b) REPEAL OF SUNSET.—Such section is further 6

amended— 7

(1) by striking subsection (h); and 8

(2) by redesignating subsection (i) as subsection 9

(h). 10

(c) FUNDING.—Of the amounts appropriated to the 11

Department of Veterans Affairs under this title, 12

$1,115,000,000 shall be available to carry out the amend-13

  (1) For fiscal year 2019, $15,000,000. 
  (2) For fiscal year 2020, $15,000,000. 
  (3) For fiscal year 2021, $45,000,000. 
  (4) For fiscal year 2022, $125,000,000. 
  (5) For fiscal year 2023, $125,000,000. 
  (6) For fiscal year 2024 and each fiscal year thereafter, $125,000,000. .
